Rode Out the Storm 


UNIVERSITY OF MIAMI, Fla.—(By Mail)— 
Two days betore the new University of Miami 
wus to open its doors, the hurricane of Septem- 
ber 18, 1926, swept its away across Miami and 
surrounding territory. 

The Florida boom was not long over and the hurricane finished 
up the job nicely. It wiped out the credit of Miami. Property values 
swooned flat. Those banks and companies which held mortgages 
would not renew them. Most persons knew they were broke. 
Those who didn't know it were broke. 

In the months before, interested citizens had pledged eight and 
a half million dollars to the new university. Payments were to 
be made across a span of years varying from two to five. 

The first of the big payments were due to be made on Septem- 
ber 20, the day the university opened. 

The university opened. 

Instead of eight and a half million dollars on which to go, it 
had a debt of about $600,000 and it knew that the eight and a half 
million had been blown out to sea along with other Florida 
property. 

Bowman Foster Ashe, who had been dean of men at the Uni- 
versity of. Pittsburgh, had been loaned to the new university as a 
sort of executive secretary. His job had been to get the new 
educational venture started. 

He had done so. It was in a building, selected as the temporary 
housing, which it did net own.

Today, having struggled out of the effects of the hurricane to 
meet the depression of 1929 and the. following years, the Univer- 
sity of Miami is out of debt, owns property valued at more than 
one and a half million dollars, and has an operating budget of 
slightly more than a million dolars. 

That is the financial side of it. 

The educational picture is even better. This is a real university, 
doing a real job. It seems to me, after a few days of living in it 
and talking with its students, that it is doing a really vital job. 


MEETING THE NEED Bowman Ashe-_-has ideas about re- 


search and education and the south. 


Also he had the unique idea that a university might as well look 


about it and see what there was its students might train them- 
selves to do. 

There were the big air lines going to South America, Central 
America, and the islands of the Caribbean. So, you will find here 
the ftinest treatment of South American languages, arts, history and 
economics there is in this country. They get students from those 
countries, too. There are no more faithful alumni associations 
than the ones in Lima, Peru, and Havana, Cuba. 

There, also, is a great deal of work going on in marine research 
and in the plant hfe and crop possibilities of this part of Florida. 
Tropical research generally goes on in its varfous science courses. 

The University of Miami, and this always surprises me, is on 
a line about 400 miles south of Cairo, Egypt. It is 500 miles 
farther south than San Diecgo, Cal. 

There is more difference in the plant life between Miumi and 
Jacksonville than between Jacksonville and Boston. So, they do a 
lot of work on that phase of it. 

Agriculture is a tremendous asset, and it is not so much farm- 
ing as it is factory production of vegetables. There is so much sun 
and moisture that three and four crops a year are produced on the 
big vegetable farms, many of them thousands of acres in size. 


APPLIED RESEARCH Also, Bowman Ashe will tell you, 


that in his opinion the one great lack 
of the south is research. Florida is doing it. The future is going 
to see raw materials produced in crops. If you need an example, 


there is the United States Sugar Corporation near Palm Beach 
which has produced a high yield cane that will resist high wind. 


They also have produced more than a dozen by-products out of 
cane and sweet potatoes. 

They know that if something grows six feet high in New Jersey 
it will grow 40 feet high here. They know they get seven and 
a half times as many potatoes out of the ground as they do at 
Laurel, Miss., where they learned to produce starch from sweet 
potatoes. 

Almost anything will grow in the south. Research could de- 
termine what plants could grow at what latitudes and bring in 
new raw materials. 

It is an exciting thing to talk about and to see it being done 
is eyen more exciting. 

Well, they are doing all that here. And what is more, they 
have an interested student body which is selling some 40 articles 
a year to good magazines; which has had a fine symphony orchestra 
for 18 years, and which packs the hall for lectures, art showings 
and the like. They are encouraged to be individuals and they don't 
try here at the University of Miami to turn them all out of one 
mould. 

It is a university which learned, in the beginning, to be re- 
sistant to hard winds and hard luck. 

It is going to become, unless I miss my guess, one of the best 
known and best of our southern institutions within a very short 
span of years. :

Red Army Approach to Tatar Pass 


More Important Than Odessa Win 


(Ralph Jones, whose column usually appears here, is ill. He 


will resume writing at an early date.) 


Of more strategic bearing on the future of the eastern campaign 
than the fall of Odessa is the approach of the Russian army to the 
Tatar pass of the Carpathian mountains on the eastern. border of 
Czechoslovakia. 

This is not minimizing the fall of Odessa.. The two Russian 
successes in Russia's giant strides are complements of each other. 

By their swift movement into northern Rumania the Russians 
had maneuvered the German defenders into a position where they 
had to quit Odessa. But the Germans did not withdraw in time 
to concentrate to avert a threat to the pass. 

It does not tell the whole story to say that the Tatar pass opens 
the way for the Russians to the Hungarian plain. In the present 
strategic situation the pass is singularly vital to the Germans be- 
cause the plain is in flank of Rumania, Yugoslavia, and all the Nazi 
Balkan holdings. 

The Germans are now pressed back at this point where further 
retreat would be a fatal confession of weakness to all the Balkan 
satellites. They have to fight for the pass as they have fought 
at Cassino, and the pass is infinitely more important in the strategy 
of the war in Europe than Cassino. 


WHAT THE PASS MEANS Lose the pass, so far as to allow 


the Russians to spread out over 
the plain, and the Germans are in danger of losing the lower 
Danube, all the Black sea coast, and the Ploesti oil fields. They 
would be cut off from anything but air connection with Turkey. 

If German morale got a lift, as an augury for successful re- 
sistance to the western invasion, from the way our advance on 
Rome has been balked, it will suffer a drop from the news of the 
loss of Odessa and the Russian approach to the Hungarian plain. 

Loss of the great Black sea port of the Russian Ukraine is loss 
of the very symbol of the German promised land. Hitler had posed 
as the Messiah who would lead the German people to this granary. 
They should have meat from Ukraine cattle to go with the bread 
from Ukraine grain fields. 

Now they know neither will ever be forthcoming. Under more 
and more bomb mg, they will have to tighten their belts in hunger 
while they face the western invasion. They will have to fight to 
hold France, the Low Countries and Norway, which have been 
already stripped of food. 

There may be enough focd for the German army and for tighten- 
ing rations for the people through the summer, but what of another 
winter? 

HISTORICAL PRECEDENT And every German knows how 

armies through all time have 
fought to get the Carpathian pass: He knows how it is an approach 
to Germany itself in the south while the Polish plains, where the 
Russians may strike next, is another. 

And these eastern passes and plains, and the western ones of 
the long front, he has to defend on shorter and shorter rations— 
so much longer a front than when he was down to starvation 
rations in 1918. 

And this will be under more and more bombing of all Germany 
when only an occasional bomb was dropped back of the army lines 
during World War I. 

Every German knows, too, how it was the first AEF which 
turned the balance of victory for the Allies in 1918. Now our 
bombers, before even one pioneer division of the second AEF is 
ashore in France, have flown well past Berlin from their English 
bases in a mighty raid on targets in Poland. It was a 1,500-mile 
flight out and back, farther in a daylight run than German bombers 
ever made in a night run, and not meeting very serious opposition 
from the Luftwaffe. Also, from Italian bases we have recently 
bombed southern Germany in proof all Germany is in our range. 

When we flew past Berlin we bombed targets within 300 miles 
of the Russian front. Meanwhile, Russian air power waa busy 
pushing the Germans back out of Odessa and into the Tatar pass.

The Fortune Poll 


WASHINGTON.—Fortune Magazine, cn 
enjoys the best reputation for accuracy among 
the various poll-takers, has just made anotner 
survey of public sentiment which tends to cone 

firm an appraisal of the presidential election outlook as made re 
cently by a selected group of 50 Washington correspondents. 

Most of the correspondents, it is recalled, named President 
Roosevelt as the favorite to win over any ticket the Republicans 
offer in opposition. 

Fortune arrives at the same conclusion after a nation-wide 
sampling of the voters on four questions, purposely framed to de- 
velop the strength of leading presidential candidates in a variety 
of categories. Results of the survey are published in the maga- 
zine’s March issue. 

Citing Reosevelt, Willkie, Dewey and Genera] MacArthur as the 
four candidates ‘“‘talked about most right now,’ the magazine asked 
a series of four questions, as follows: “Which of these four men 
do you feel could: 

(1) “Run the government most efficiently as Presiden 

(2) “Do the best job as President of preventing unemployment 
after the war?” 

(3) “Do the best job as President of running the war?” 
(4) “Do the best job as President of handling our foreign affairs 


after the war?’ 

FDR ALL THE WAY It is noteworthy to find that among 
those who had definite opinions Mr. 

Roosevelt led by a wide margin in all categories. Not only this, 

but the number of those selecting him in answer to each question 

was far greater than the combined total for Willkie, Dewey and 

MacArthur, the three Republican possibilities. 

As regards the question as to who would do the best job of 
running the war, for example, only 34 per cent of the people poled 
picked the three Republican candidates, whereas 52.1 per cent 
named Roosevelt, with 13.9 per cent answering “Don’t know.” 

Likewise, on the question of the best qualified man for handlin 
foreign policy, Mr. Roosevelt was the choice of 43.3 per cent, while 
the combined total of Dewey, Willkie and MacArthur was only 33 
per cent. The remaining 23.7 per cent said they “didn't know.” 

As to the man best capable of running the government most 
efficiently, Roosevelt had 41.6 per cent to 41.3 per cent for the three 
Republicans, with 17.1 per cent in doubt. | + 

Even in the category about the man best qualified for the job 
of preventing unemployment after the war, the President had 407 
per cent of the total, as*’against only 32.1 per cent for Dewey, 
Willkie and MacArthur. 

As Fortune interprets the figures, ‘‘these answers suggest that 
government efficiency is perhaps not the major issue that some 
Republican politicians believe it to be.’ The poll indicates tnat 
as many believe efficiency can be maintained under a Democratic 
administration as well as it can under a Republican. 

In other words, as Fortune sees it, the issue which the opposi- 
tion has sought to raise over bureaucracy has failed to take hold 
in the country. The ballyhoo has been out of all proportion to the 
merit of the issue. 


THE REAL CUE But the rea! cue to the situation is be- 


leved by most seasoned observers to of 
found in the answer to the question regarding the man best fitted, 
as President. to run the war effort. Since there seems little like- 
lihood at the moment that the war will be over before the Novem- 
ber elections, ‘that is scheduled to be the dominant factor in the 
campaign. 

It is to be noted that Mr. Roosevelt received 52.1 per: cent. or 
a clear majority, on this question. That alone, of course, is more 
than enough to insure his re-election. But if you give him an even 
break on the 13.9 per cent who haven't made up their minds, his 
preference mounts to roughly 60 per cent of the electorate. 

Incidentally, this is abcut the ratio in his favor shown by an 
earlier Fortune poll of last year on the President's popular standing 
with the country. 

If the Fortune poll were the only one of its kind that fore 
shadowed that sort of result, it could be written off as perhaps mean- 
ingless. It just so happens, however, that its findings conform to 
others produced by the American Institute of Public Opinion, as 
well as the consensus of the so-called political experts in Wash- 
ington. 

Naturally, none of the forecasts are being offered as 
dictions on the election outcome. It is far too early for 
we do not even know for sure yet who the nominees wi.! 
though this seems pretty clear at the moment. 

Many things can happen between now and ‘he date 
election to change the picture entirely. All the Fortune 
intended to do is give the situation as it leoks today It 
are interesting chiefly from the fact that the magazine ha 
heen off more than a point or two in the past, whereas 
the others have fallen far wide of the mark.

LONDON, April 13.—(4)—Ef- 


‘fectiveness of the Allied blockade
